"We muat first of all remember 
that the immigrant who now comes 
over does not come to take the place 
of tha akllled laborer. He ia •( the 
nnaklUed class and comes to tU a 
aaed la oar sovatry. The OssaHB, 
«e Iitok. Ike taadtaafvlaa ianal> 
1 Tseatod the place that the 
iomes to All. We 
will suffer If we close off the source 
that Is supplying this want. Nothing 
is more false than the statement 
that the Immigrant helps to lower 
industrial and social conditions. 
Turn to the South, the most back- 
ward seetlon of the country. The 
-peroeaUae of Imlgraats golag 
there Is the ailalmaak Tet see what 
conditions (rarall tkere. Child la- 
bor Is not only tolerated, but State 
aasemblles refuse to pass a restric- 
tion bill. Women are slave driven, 
working hours unlimited, labor 
unions hardly known. In the States 
where Immigration is greatest child 
labor Is not tolerated. UUaols la a 
fair eiaanle, la the Uamlgratlon 
Utatea lahortag hoara have kaea re- 
■dneed slaas ItTt la the troelea In- 
dustry alone from flfty-aiae and 
sixty hours a week to fifty-three 
and forty-eight hours. Among the 
so-called desirable citizens from 
Northern Europe only 10 per cent, 
^long to organised labor, while 
amaag the so^Ued undealrable im- 
mlgraata. IS per seat satort or- 
tanlsed labor. In the SewOl la per 
cent, of all labor Is child labor. In 
the great Immigration States of New 
York and Massachusetts only 8 per 
cent, and 3.7 per cent, respectively 
of all labor are constllnted by child 
liilior 'I'liiy (ill! Itu- Italian inimi- 
gruut u bird of passage and say, for 
Instance, that after they dag the 
snbway of Mew Tork they took their 
tar4<earaed eela baok to Italy. Tes, 
It waa deelaied, hat they left New 
Tork Ita sabway. wUeh Americans 
weald aot kavs dag."

Archbishop Keane- 

itight llev. Bishop, Mr rlialrman. 
Rev. Fathers and Pellow Knights: 
Tbe good Blaboa's bopee must cer- 
tainly prove true and be fulfilled. I 
am reminded of an Illustration used 
by a great New Tork orstor on sn 
ocrasloa of a National Republican — 
an unpopular tbing In Ijouisville. 1 
think — convention held at Minne- 
apolis some years ago. He said 
that during the progress of the civil 
war the Southera troope came to a 
swamp. The order rang ont, 
"^Wade In and cross it." After they 
had labored for aome time with the 
mire, one soldier turned to another 
aad said. "Mike, I think we have 
struck this thing lengthwise." That 
Is how I have struck I.,oulRvllle, its 
hospitality, its 4ienlality and lis 
oratory. Conviction ta one of the 
greatest forces of the world. When 
sn idea is taken Into tbe mind of 
an indlrldaal U Influences his life 
and character. We become what 
we love. If we know and love what 
Is true and pure and beautiful, we 
become triii' :iim1 pure and beautiful. 
That is true of an individual: it Is 
true of a people. An Idea that la 
strong and fresh, which gets into 
the hesrt of s people, naturally and 
necessarily evolves a nation. The 
people who left Kurope toased by the 
harshness of despots and of despotic 
majorities, sought kindly atmos- 
)heres and broad freedom In Amer- 
ca. The idea to which they set 
their hearts grow, and when the 
protldeaee of. OMT excited them to 
resist unjust sitrssSlba It offered 
them an opportunity to crystallse 
and give consistency to that great 
idea, liberty. 

It might have lain liormant or 
died in th;' lioriiiiig had it not found 
the mind and heart of a genius to 
exprees It and eaeralae the forces 
tbst could glre ft free snd open 
field. 

We look back now to the per- 
spective of aiiotlier cenliiry anil see 
tlie figure, i aliri and Hialclv. Iiii- 
niortal, he livs not :ilntii' ill the 
.Ipages of bistort I i n 'lie cljer- 
tn^Ml trhd^rens associated wtth' tbe^ 
praaveas aad Uia of that IMa eas- 
bodied ia our soaatltatioa. It orl«- 
inated largely with him and ft gave 
him and bis thought permsnent 
home. Washington and Liberty' 
The one word calls up tlie other and 
the dual association evokes mem- 
ories and stlra patriotism. Liberty — 
man's sacred right! Liberty to live 
his life and to exerclae hie faoultiee, 
to be himself, to think his own 
thoughts, not what he will but what 
he should. To live It out snd then 
to protect the fruits of hia activity. 
Kri edoiii liberi v . lueaus security In 
the exercise of these faculties, in the 
play «f tbsae powers which make 
maa. Tbat la the individual. But 
every iDdlvldnal bss s ooeial side. 
He Is bom to live In soelety; and 
for tbe exercise of IlbeKy he needs 
protection. Hern are two things 
that are mutually repulalve — pro- 
tection and liberty. Yet they muat 
be brought into harmony. 

Men associate and form a natlo^ 
and recognise authority In order 
that they may have proteetloa. Tbey 
give up a certain meaaure of their 
freedom. They sacrifice some of 
their nativi liberty Authority Is 
centraliilng. It naturally and neces- 
sarily tends to ceutraiizalion That 
ia Ita danger. And no aociety is pro- 
tected agalaat ealamlty by mere 
majority. 1>emoeraelee bare been 
autocratic, despotic; and govern- 
ments despotic in form have been 
magniflcetitiv liberal In administra- 
tion and in the exercise of power. 
So that mere majority Is no protec- 
tion and consequently no guaraiiiy 
of a eoatinuance of liberty. Athens 
veat t« mla aader tbe great liberal 
maJorMss ta the days of Babaloa. 
Majorities helped Rome to rula. 

lier life waa atopped before the 
barbarian hordea devaslatid 'I'-r 
fair plains Majorities |i,>i . 
the heart of Spain iti itie h.m ii 
teenth i i'inury ami iiiajiirll ies grew 
drunk upon the blood spilled iu the 
name of liberty la rraaoe ia tbe 
eighteeatb eeatury. The majority 
awoke from lu dream to realise tbat 
there was lass of liberty snd less of 
fraternity than there had been be- 
fore the cataclysm. I'ower Is the 
same whether it is vested in a King 
or 'Bmperor or a President. It tciulH 
to eentraliiatlon, to tha destrucilou 
of individuality, and wbaa amjorltles 
barter liberty for protection acsiiVt 
Incidental temporal Ills they are 
giving up a birthright which may 
never be recovered. The greater 
the eentraliiatlon, the stronger the 
(overnment in Ita relation to foreign 
powers, but the weaker It la as re- 
tarda national devslopmeat, 

The framers of tbe 
vave us tbe largest Uboity torn' 
oatlble with s fair measure of 
'iM'uriiy We have never beer 
Urons lu war and are not today, yet 
•he history of our development !■ 
'be marvel of modern times, eco

■leasuru of Initiative He has i 
oiisi'iousness of personal respons' 
illty and feels that dignity wbleh i 
He proadeet labartUaae at tbe <re> 
nan.

I have said t: 
aalurally centralill: 

It,, 
TSe'eneros«hfHettt o 
ladlTldual rights aad iadlTMaal 
prlTtlegea. It tends to yield only In 
those things that are absolutely 
neceaaary for good order. It tends 
to keep in the hands of the indi- 
vidual and associations tiie in.strii- 
nients of proiliii i ion .\ good man 
has a right to his own activiiv lie 
has a right to u reasonable share of 
the product of bla activity. That is 
a natural right, prior to any aocial 
contract. Becauae a man, before he 
was social, was an Individual. Tbe 
rights that are his by virtue of 
nature an(< prior to his sociAl life 
are his in ili'Miably. So liberty and 
properly ut,- mutually Involved. If 
one must be sacrificed, the other is 
lost. Tbat was well llluetratnd In 
one of our great pspera during the 
Balkan war. At the head of a lead- 
ing column one morning appeared 
the words: "The Balkan Farmers 
Are Irresistible." There were men 
made free by rights of property re- 
sisting professtoaal soldiery mar- 
shaled by the blgb authority of 
State. There wera brae men pitted 
in the field agalast slaves. And 
free men are heroes. Why"* Be- 
cause there are Interests that are 
sacred. Home country mean 
much to one wlio has a share in the 
country's wealth, property and 
power. 

Home snd country mean nothing 
to tbf slarss. Aad for ma. I should 
rather any day be a baH-fed freeman 

than a glutted slsve. 

Is there any reason for this 
alarm? I have also studied care- 
fully the »:rowth of a certain idea 
and policy within the lust twenty 
yean. We are welcoming, 1 think, 
too beartib too much State inter- 
fereaee with oar pe r se aal atfain, 
and eoasequeatly wHb enr ladlvtdusl 
liberty We are encouraging the 
-iiale to its strict association of 
i ikIiis and power 1 grant it is iiec- 
t'Hsarv because of Ihe sclfishiiesH of 
man. but I sincerely hope IhiU it 
msy never Influeaoe tbe aujorlty 
In this, our country, so ss to Ineor- 
porste such restrictions Into what I 
call the constitution. Men are ex- 
cited by their cycle of abuse. There 
are few who have an opportunity to 
leain the benefits and blessings to 
• lll^ r.iijiiiry of capitalized weulili 
11 lius created a haveu for peace 
and a homs of plenty for tha starv- 
ing multltnde of Europe. Capitaliaed 
wealth has opened up the treasuries 
of America a good half century be- 
fore they would have been touched 
if the development had depended 
upon the State action. And If there 
were graat gains there were alao 
a lot of rtaka, sad oaly capitalised 
wesltb will risk.

more and more popularized day by 
day because of that instinct of self- 
preservation and the stirrings of our 
righteousnets for individual liberty, 
and the ooattapaaee of tbat blessed 
inflneace of freedom sseared for ns 
by tbe oenstttattoa and eoatlaasd la 
the tradlttsn of a hundred years. 

Men ara aot mate ■ virtuous by 
legislation. No maa becomes a saint 
by aecular training. Law alms to 
<lirect external action that it may 
not infringe the sacred rights of 
indivlduala. But to make a people 
virtuous you muat secure the influ- 
ence of some (brea tbat will appeal 
to conscience. Raskla says tbat the 
great cities of Athens, Rome, Venice 
and Naples secured their sscendancy 
and maintained their power to teach 
the world wisdom by and so long as 
they were conscious of a presiding 
DeHy which dwelt in the Acropolis, 
the Capitol or the great Cathedrals 
of St. Mark and St. Peter, it would 
be quite as easy to ahow that the 
period of decadence set In when that 
faith was repudiated and aa the ile- 
pendence of man upon Ood and re- 
ligion waa forgotten. 

We need not emasculate that 
great heirloom which has built up 
the moat wonderful people tbe world 
haa kaown, a people great in enter- 
prise, la courage. In chivalrous de- 
votion to high Ideals. There are 
other remedies for preeent evils. 
The great source of uaeasineas, 
that which leads through its un- 
happy effect to compljUUlt la selflsh- 
neas. There must ba|M|M influence 
that will cure Its Imss snd yet 
lesve tbe power of ialUatli;e to 
honest Indlvldusls. There is no 
power to effect that change hut the 
power of religion, and (hai is why 
Ihe Christian church lias always 
beivn a tlopular institution, protect- 
ing and encouraging the parents of 
the poor, stirring external resistance 
to arbitrary encroachments of the 
state, which will slwsys encroseb 
If it can. . And no people will ever 
eajoy liberty long but by reelating 
jBBcrosehment. 
Yon have heard the story of the 
horse and the stag. They roamed 
over a common field, and in occa- 
stoaal eoafUeto tko borse suffered 
defeat. Tet be had a large measure 
of liberty. He might have gone 
unmolested if he had had the wis- 
dom to keep hia place and know his 
liiuitalions But dirheartened by 
his \ai k of success he asked the man 
to lead him to viitory. He was 
bridled and saddled and the roan 
vaulted upon hia baok and took' 
after the atag and killed tbe victor. 
The horse rejoiced In the victory, 
but discovered that he waa a alsve. 
Bridled still, the fields were no 
longer hia. 

If Individuals are put to some 
little imaginary inconvenience be- 
cause men of genius and courage 
hare takof adraatage of economic 
condHtoae and aequlrad power, the 
individual who feels that he suffers 
Is unwise If he asks tha State to take 
his part.

But 
on the other hand, home rule within 
borne rule, which O'Briep still hotly 
adroeatM, ooupted with a veto on 
the Irlah Parliament by the Oraage 
members, fills Ulster Nationalists 
with even bitterer apprehensions, 
for they see In such r. scheme, espe- 
i iiiily il exteniieil to education, 
[Kjlicc and patronage, a further 
BXtenaion of subjection to the 
Orange terrorist and persecution 

which they have endured for eeii- 

turlM and hoped at last to l>a\e 
the opportunity o| throwing off 
forever. 

Meantime immense pressure is 
being exercised on .Asqulth. espe- 
cially In those strong Tory circles 
which surround the Klag, to offer 
some compromise wbleb, whatever 
Its Injustice to Ireland, will Mve 
the King from the perils, mostly 
imaginary, of civil war In Ulster. 
For the moment feeling run* high 
In all quarters friendly to Ireland 
against exclusion in any shape or 
form. English, Scotch and Welsh 
radicals oppose it as vehemently as 
Irish Nationalists, aud tbe only plan 
which attraeta eay aapport In either 
quarter la that ot Horace PlunkeU— 
aaaialy.

It is 
impossible al this uiumcnl. and in 
thv face of such innumerable compii 
uatlons, to forecast what form final 
settlement will take, though it re- 
gwlag eeigUy certain that settle- 
meat eltlmately will come.
